CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 31. 


Tha price of ateol raila has been steadily de- 


clining, until now they are quoted at SJ5 por 
ton in Chicago and 3-l:J por ton in Iho oast. 
It 
ia reported that tho Scranton company recently 
sold to tho Heading company at SJU and to tho 
Edgar Thompson company aud tho Pittsburg 
Steel company at about the same rate. This 
has cauaod th'o stool manufacturers in Chicago 
and tho west to question whether they will 
continue to manufacture rails or closedown. 
There are certain published rumors regard- 


ing the Juliet Steel company which were in- 
vestigated. The reporta were, in effect, that 
the break in prices had brought matters to 
a focus, and that that company had deter- 
mined to close down its works by December 
1 or before, giving as a reason the al- 
leged hostility of the majority of the next 
cougroas to flic existing tariff on steel raila 
and a seeming concurrence of public opinion 
with that hostility; that any reduction in pres- 
ent ratea would compel it to run under a 
heavier loss than it is now staggering under. 
It is only necessary to say that tho president 
and manager deny having given any state- 
ment to the public, and also deny oach and 
every one of mo allegations made.

HEADING, Pa., Nov. 21.—Abovt two hundred 


nieu employed at the pipe mill in the Heading 
iron-works, this city, refused to go to work 
yesterday

them. Tho men say they eaiv not possibly 
earn a livelihood working at tho proposed 
wages, and will not submit to thu reduction. 
The company «ay tho reduction was made 
owing to the depressed condition of tho trade 
common at tins time of Iho year, and that as 
aoon as trade warrants it tho pay of tho em- 
ployes would bo increased. The men, who 
aro pipe cutters and fliiiahera, Bay they will 
hunt work olacwhoro if tho company insists on 
tho reduction. 
The employes, numbering 


about two thousand, in the other departments 
of the works, aro at work with no prospect of 
anv trouble. 
There is 110 trouble at any of tho iron works 


in the Sehuylkill or Lohigli valleya. All com- 
plain that the iron trade is slack, but so far 
there haa boon no reduction, in tho wages at 
anv of tho works.

PITTSBUKO,! Nov. 20.—Tho oflieors of tho 
Edgar Thompson Bteol works deny that they 
have any present intention of shutting down, 
though they Bay tho outlook is bluo, your cor- 
respondent has hoard it stated recently by 
men who aro in a position to know that 
tho profits of tho Edgar Thompson works 
lust year were $1,200,000.

company (Homestead works) had boon until

quence of a strike on tho 20lh mat among tho 
employes, who demanded a higher price for 
rolling 11 light-finiahed rail, but this morning 
all departments resumed full oporaiions. At- 
tempts woro made to interview Mr. Miller, of 
tho board, and Mr. Singer, president of the 
company. 
Mr. Miller would say nothing 
at all upon any phaao of the steel ques- 
tion, and Mr. Singer Bent word that ho was 
too busy to bo soon. Some of tho Pittsburg 
iron men claim that tho Bessemer steel millB 
here and in tho oast can make money on rails 
at 842 a ton, but that in tho west it oa'nnot bo 
done, because the mills;thore have not the ad- 
vantage respecting either fuel or accessibility 
to foreign ores which the mills of tho oast pos- 
sess. This may partially account for tho 
enormoua prints of tho Edgar Thompson 
works last year.S 


T HE'CAUSE OF THE DEPRESSION. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The depression in tho 


iron trade, and tho almost absolute certainty 
that during the year to come there will bo very 
littlo railroad building, and consequently very 
little demand for rails, are bearing heavily 
upon ths values of tho cool stocks. Steel rails, 
which were quoted at Sh'O por ton a year ago, 
Bold at $45 and changed hands at ?40 Satur- 
day.

schedule, and others in Chicago and St. Souis , 
are announced as having arrived at the con- i 
elusion to close up altogether unless spmo ' 
more promising indications arise, tho anxious 
attention ot business men of every variety of 
interests has been turned to the situation, 
'rhorc has been conjured up here already tho 
free trade In^gaboo as tho general reason for 
the stagnation, and some of the gloomy manu- 
facturers have boon quoted as expressing 
tho belief that it was

changed complexion of congress and tho an- 
ticipation of tbo extinguishment of tho tariff 
that they had decided to retrench iu time to 
nave thc'msclves from serious losses.

REVOLUTION 


A Process in the Manufacture of Iron 


Tfhich Will Dispense With 


Puddling. 
..i. 


The Most Important Development 


of Many Yeai-s in tho 


Iron Trado. 


, Nov. !31.—Fuller details of the 


movement in Wheeling to rcvoluiionixo the 
iron business nro given. The out orpridc oC the 
iron and uail miiuufacturera there is to do 
entirely iiway with puddling, piuldlcru, and, of 
courso, pucldlera' strikes. 
A syndicate was 


formed in Wheeling, tlio scone of the recent 
troublesome strike, to carry out tlio idea. 
They have hold a aeries of atur-ehanibcr sos- 
siona, tho roanlt of which has boon tho send- 
ing of one of Wheeling's moat prominent mill- 
mknagors, Frank J, lloarno, to this city to ar- 
range the preliminaries! for putting the plan in 
operation. Tho gontloiniui wiia interviewed 
yesterday, and, after Homo persuasion, ho 
gave the'appended information: 


"To do away with puddling, tho 
only 


method to bo pursued 1>y tho syndicate1 is to 
use a low grade of ojjon hearth or Bessemer 
atool in making nails. This movement 1ms 
been started liy the nail manufacturer* of 
Wheeling, and inyobjuet in being in thin city is 
to further thcii-'pliui. 
I have iuul immm-uiiH 


bluwH of sort 
Htui'l made at the Jiosseinor 


bteel works at BnuliloukX and each blow ac- 
curately niuilyziiil. Tliis soft ateul has hi'Su 
made into iiaif-phite and quietly shipped into 
tho Wheeling mills, and cut into nads, with- 
out the nailers being able to discover tho dif- 
ference between it und common nail-iron. 
Our reason for doing this was to see whe'.her

Wo calculate in Wheel- 
ing that we make about oiie-fieventli of the 
uuiU innclo in tho United States. 
Over 5,000 


puddlors are employed in Huddling tho iron 
which we out into nails. These- will all. be 
thrown out of employment unless thuy BOO lit 
to work.at somo other branch of labor. I am 
in this* city now placing contracts whore they 
may '.>o concluded at any time most suitable to 
tho V/beoling syndicate, for all tho necessary 
equivalents to bo found in n ii rat-class litsso- 
mor works. This is no small affair. Tho syn- 
dicate have an unlimited command of mohoy, 
and will break ground in Ja.nmiry for tlio now 
works. 
It will have a capacity to start with 


500,000 tons per year of low-carbon stuol. 
This output t'.ie syndicate will divide up into 
consignments according to the capacity of the 
different nail mills represented in the syndi- 
cate, and cac.j will get its allotment of so 
many; car-loads of steel nail-plate por day 
from tho Bessemer mill. Tho principal mills 
in tho Wheeling district aro connected with 
the new enterprise. Such.lirms as tho Whccl- 
ftg Iron A; kail company, Laughlin Iron it 
Nail works, Martin's 1'orry, Kivorsido Iron 
company, ISolmont, La Belle, Bollouiro, JSeu- 
wocHl, Stanard, and 32tnu Iron works are in- 
terested in the new project to put the nug:i- 
tivo upon tho possibility of puddlors' strikes 
iu tVe futuro. 
The site chosen for tho works 


is near the Bcnwood mills, on tho side next to 
tho Itiversido furnace. 
That point is con- 


venient to the works of the firms which 
I have already named to you, anil is only about 
two miles from tho center of Wheeling. 
The 


shipping facilities at that point aro unexcelled 
by any location in tho vicinity. Tho B.onwood 
mills are tho terminus of tho Baltimore & Ohio; 
tho Pittsburg, Cincinnati it St. Louis ruus 
close to them, and tho Wheeling, Parkersburg 
(t Charleston from Charleston has tho right of 
way to tho Kivorside fnrimco. Besides alltherfo 
facilities, two other roada—one a branch of 
the Baltimore <t Ohio from tho center of Ohio, 
and a newly proposed road from Pittebiirg— 
can roach tho spot. Those roads all have 
branches to the different mills which will use 
tho Bessemer product, 
and 
cars loaded 


with nail-plate could bo shoved into them 
daily. 
During thf; recent striko Iho iron- 


men 
told 
the' puddlern 
in 
conven- 


tion that the time 
was 
coming 
when 


they would no longer be kings of the forgo, 
and in fact that they would live to 3eo tho day 
when puddling would bo a tradition and pud- 
diem unknown to tho face of the earth. Tho 
sumo idea was advanced before tho tariff com- 
mission, and some asncrtccl upon that occasion 
that there was no purpose for which iron is 
now need but that in the next five years would 
be supplied by a low grade of Boseomer or 
open hearth stool. 
Mr. Ainsworth, of the 


I'lttshurg Stool Casting company, showed mo 
Bessemer stool at his works last week that 
could bo welded in a common blacksmith's 
forge so that tho place of joining could not bo 
detected. More than that, all attempts to tem- 
per it failed, and I cannot see why it is 
not as essentially iron as any 
product 


of the charcoal blast in existence. 
"When we 


begin turning out steel nails in Wheeling, all 
other nail mills in tho country must follow 
suit or lose thqir trade—at least that is tho way 
it hay been figured out by tho best nail experts 
iu Wheeling. 
Tho organization "of the com- 


pany I think best to keep from the public for 
a whilo at least. All wire for barbed fences 
now made at tho Cambria Iron worka ie mado 
of BcBiomer steel. Horsoshooa will eventually 
bo made of it. liolled shafting, agricultural 
implements, and stamped and hollow-ware, 
must follow. I regard the move as tho most 
important one made in years in tho iron busi- 
ness, and it will revolutionize tho trade of tho 
country. I fool safe in predicting that, if tho 
movement ia a suceo-i*, in five years puddled 
iron will not bo iu tho market."

Oddities of the Supremo Court. 


The Supreme Court is about tho-la3t 


place in. all "Washingrtoa vrhero any one 
would think of looking for oddities or 
things that are amusing, and yet there 
are few departments of the public serv- 
ice any more rich in both, the court is 
old enough now to have its antiquities 
and venerable belongings, and while to 
the casual eyo its principal property lies 
in tlie solemn nnd grandmotherly im- 
pressiveness of a full and black-gowned 
bench, the nooks and corners of its 
chambers and small offices are filled 
with traps and fragments that tell of 
other days, when dignity was less thick- 
ly laid over its front arid the simplicity 
of an early time and a plainer people 
found expression in common objects 
and primitive forms. 


It is but a few days since the latest 


clerk of the court, a Mr. McKinney—as 
pleasant a gentleman aa you will ever 
meet in any walk of life—uncovered 
from the lumber of n half-forgotten 
closet the very first records of the court 
itself, beginning with its very first ses- 
sion, on the first Monday in February, 
1790, in the City of New York. 
The 


volume is about the size of an ordinary 
bank ledger, bat its sides are of a thick 
and leathery pasteboard, to which the 
softening influence of time has imparted 
a spongy softness and a pungent odor. 
It was in use until long after the court 
removed to Philadelphia, so that its 
corners became turned and frayed, and 
had to bo protected with patches of 
parchment, which were neatly glued on. 
The paper, of that peculiar liber which 
prevailed in those days, has turned a 
very dingy yellow, but tlie handwriting 
of John' Tucker, the first clerk, is as 
bold and clear and almost as black as 
on the day when the ink was wot. Mr. 
Tucker was not a fancy penman, but his 
hand was 'singularly legible, and his 
date lines, together with the manner in 
which he used to build up tho names of 
the Justices present, between a couplo of 
strong brackets, with a horizontal line 
filling out the spaces at either side, tes- 
tify to his taste. The court was slow in 
starting, us became a body so dignified 
and destined to go on so long; and liti- 
f 


ation was much less luxuriant in those 
ays. There was nothing done the first 


day. John Jay presided, and almost 
immediately after opening court ho ad- 
journed it. Few sessions were held that 
year, and the next year's February 
found the court in Philadelphia, with a 
now clerk, who was an artist with the 
quill; whose dales began with orna- 
mental initials in Gorman text, and who 
graded his writing regularly in nice dis- 
play down to thoTJody of his record for 
each day, which was plainly written in 
a hand like copper-plate engraving. 


These records were evidently regard- 


ed by their various keepers as mat- 
ters more of utility than 
ornament,, 


and some of tho clerks had very little 
notion of either tidiness or uniformity. 
Thus tho next volume is smaller in six.e, 
and two or three of those which inter- 
vened between the first book and the 
books that were destroyed when the 
British had the Capitol during the alter- 
cation of 1812 aro made up of variously 
colored sheets 
of paper oj various 


shapes and.sizes. These were bound at 
the end of a year, and not always well 
bound. 
Some are large, some "small, 


and nearly all Insecure. 
They are con- 


tinuous, for all that, and leave but one 
blank in tho history of the court from 
the day of its institution; and that is a 
blank which never will be filled, for tlie 
reason that the papers were burned 
with the building that had them, when 
our dear cousins of England had the 
town as aforementioned. 


A lawyer, familiar with t.'ie judicial 


history of the country, could fine in these 
old books material for a half dozen new 
ones. 
They bristle with names that 


aro more or less illustrious, and their 
quaint, straightforward stories of causes 
hoard would to such a rea-der lead to 
many a curious reminiscence of a day 
and a people long gone tho way of 
days and nosh. 
To even a layman 


there is an attraction in thoir pages; 
and in the roll of attorneys of the court 
any one, oven the least familiar with 
public events, will find the names of 
nearly all the men who have become il- 
lustrious since tho.birth of the Nation. 
These rolls—the originals—are kept in 
little cylindrical boxes of tin, carefully 
locked away in a safe in the_ clerk's pri- 
vate office, between the public office and 
the robing room. 
They are of parch- 


ment, ana tho ink in which most of the 
names were written has faded out until 
many of them are very dim indeed and 
hard to make out. 
Any hunter after 


autographs would bankrupt himself to 
own the least of them. 


Stowed away in the same safe are a 


lot of the minute books of the court— 
the books in which were made tho notes 
from which tho records wore each night 
written up. And some of these are curi- 
ous enough. Two of them, dated in one 
of tho years before this country grew 
into its teens, are in curious contrast 
with the neat, business-like minute books 
of these days. 
They aro little copy- 


books, such as were in the long ago used 
by school children. 
They were made 


by n printer and stationer in George- 
town, who had evidently exerted him- 
self In the typographic get-up of the 
covers. 
On the front of one is an old- 


fashioned wood-cut illustrating the fable 
of Hercules and the Wagoner, the fable 
itself being printed beneath the picture. 
On the back is tho advertisement of the 
maker. 
The other book has its cover 


ornamented with a picture of " The Old 
Mill," engraved on wood, and exceed- 
ingly well engraved, in cross-hatching, 
though the drawing is abominably bad. 
The minutes themselves wore fragment- 
ary and scarcely intelligible. On one of 
tho larger minute books tho clerk, obvi- 
ously in utter weariness over some long- 
winded and oppressive argument, lias 
left the traces of his discontent and en- 
nui in a profusion of geometric figures 
and spirals and ink-marks crossing each 
other with meaningless precision, and 
innumerable repetitions ol various prop- 
er names and initials. 


A greater curiosity than any other 


in the rooms is the black and scarlet 
gown of old John Jay, the Jirst Chief 
Justice. 
On the south wall of tho rob- 


ing room hangs a picture in which Mr. 
Jay is represented sitting, in a robe 
with scarlet facings and deep breadths 
on the sleeves. 
For. a long time there 


was a dispute as to whether there had 
ever been any such robe worn. 
The 


present bench was divided on the sub- 
ject,, most of them contending that the 
scarlet was a figment as well as a pig- 
ment supplied by_ the artist for mere 
purposes of pictorial effect. 
Tlie con- 


troversy was settled a few weeks ago 
bv the unexpected appearance of the 
identical gown itself, which was brought 
to Washington and presented to the 
court by Mr. John Jay, of Philadelphia, 
a grandson or great-grandson of the' 
old Judge. It had been in possession of 
tho family from the time of Justice Jay's 
death, and that it had boon most relig- 
iously preserved is evidenced by its 
present condition, for not one stitch is 
gone of tho sowing that bound together 
the black and rea satin of which it is 
made. Tho material has the softness of 
ago, and tlio red is an old red now; but 


It is as strong and rioh and heavy as 
when it was now. 


The present Justices wear gowns of 


plain black—and ugly enough they look 
in them. 
It would bo a positive relief 


—seeing; that pigheaded custom will not 
allow the Justices to look like men 
rather than like grannies—if the fastiion 
of two colors that came in with Jay and 
went out with him could be revived. 
I 


have no doubt the Justices themselves 
have some such feeling, for they have 
caused the old robe to be hung up over 
a brace in their robing room, where at 
least they may look at and admire it.— 
Washington {Cor.) Chicago fferald. 


How Sugar is Made in China. 


The cane, when cut, is collected in 


bundles and conveyed by men or boats, 
according to the locality, to tlie mill or 
crusher; this consists of two granite 
cylinders about three feet iu length by 
eighteen inches in diameter, placed per- 
pendicularly, the lower ends revolving 
in a stone socket, the upper in a frame 
of wood sot into granite uprights; at- 
tached to or let into the upper end of 
these cylinders are wooden cogs, and to 
the end of one of these cylinders is at- 
tached a strong wooden shaft or spin- 
dle, to the upper end of which is fixed a 
strong cross beam or lever, and to the 
outer end is attached the propelling 
power, which usually consists of four 
or five small oxen. 
The cane is passed 


between the cylinders, the juice run- 
ning down into a small trench, which1 
opens into a receptacle in the ground 
holding twenty or thirty gallons; the 
juice is then conveyed in buckets to the 
boiling pans near at hand, and the cane, 
after being crushed, is taken away to be 
used as fodder. 
It is sometimes dried 


in the sun, and is used for fuel for boil- 
ing the sugar. The boiling pans are of 
cast iron, the greater part ot those used 
being made at Fat Shan, about fifteen 
miles from Canton. 
They are about 


eighteen inches deep by four feet in di- 
ameter, and are placed in brickwork 
sido by side, usually four in number, 
with arches for fuel underneath, all cov- 
ered with a mat or thatched shed. Three 
kinds 
of 
sugar 
aro manufactured, 


namely: "rock candy," "greensugar," 
and "clayed sugar." The rook, candy 
is made as follows: 
Tlie sugar is 


placed with a sufficient quantity of water 
in a lai'ge boiling pan, .similar to the 
ones already described, and boiled 
down to the proper consistency, which 
is ascertained by putting a small quari: 
tity into cold water; if it hardens at 
once, it is then time to run it off into 
earthen jars—these jars holding about 
fifty pounds each. 
They aro always 


broken in three or four parts, and the 
parts are then bound together with a 
small quantity of lime cement and a few 
bamboo' or rattan hoops. 
The hot 


liquid is then put into these broken jars, 
and a network of basket splints is 
placed over each, the ends ot tho splints 
extending in different directions through 
tho liquid to the bottom of the jar. If 
tho temperature is cold it will crystallize 
in about fifteen days; if warm it requires 
from twenty-five to thirty days. As it 
crystallizes it adheres to the splints, tho 
portion not crystallizing settling at tho 
bottom. The "jars are then placed with 
the bottom part turned partly up over 
empty ones to allow tho molasses to run 
out. "When sufliciently drained, the jars 
are removed, the hoops taken off, and 
with :i small hatchet the parts again 
broken asunder; the candy is then re- 
moved from tho splints and spread out 
in the sun for a short time to purify or 
bleach. It is them assorted and packed 
into wooden tubs holding from forty fifty 
pounds each. 


Two qualities aro always found in the 


jars; that at tho bottom being darker 
and of less market value. Tho drainage 
from these jars is reboiled, and a poorer 
quality of brown sugar produced; from 
tho refuse remaining after this last pro- 
cess a cement is made by mixing with 
lime. Tho process pursued in the man- 
ufacture of "green" sugar is as follows: 
The juice is boiled in the month of De- 
cember, as it is taken from the crushers 
in buckets, in one of tho four iron boil- 
ing pans; a man is id attendance who 
pours the juice from one pan to tho oth- 
er. As soon as the liquid boils, a small 
portion of lime is put in, and the white 
of one or two eggs is placed in each pan. 
After a time the dirt aad refuse come on 
tho surface, which is all skimmed off 
from time to time, while the sugar is 
boiling. When sufficiently boiled, it is 
run off into a wooden cooler, about sev- 
en feet long, four feet wide and one foot 
deep; and while in the hot liquid state, 
a man begins to stir it about with a 
piece of wood about a foot and a half 
long, and an inch thick, attached in the 
center to a handle about four feet long. 
With this wooden instrument the liquid 
is kept in constant motion, until it be- 
gins to granulate and cool, and when, 
cool enough, several men mix and rub it 
with their hands until all the lumps are 
bruised and the sugar becomes all of 
one color, which is a dark yellow. It is 
then put in baskets, and sold to sugar 
dealers, who put it up in mat bags, and 
bring it to markets for sale to merchants 
for snipment. 


The sugar principally expoi'ted to 


foreign countries i's what is known as 
"clayed" sugar, and is made as follows: 
When the juice is boiled to a proper 
consistency, the whites of two eggs are 
put into each pan, which serves a.3 a 
clarifier; when sufficiently boiled, it is 
run off into conical shaped earthenware 
jars, which are placed in rows either 
over trenches or empty jars. In the bot- 
tom of each jar containing the sugar ia 
a small aperture in which is placed a 
wisp or bung ol straw; when tho sugar 
has become sufficiently granulated by 
cooking and an occasional stirring, the 
straw bung is slightly loosened, tho por- 
tion not becoming sugar escaping into 
the tronch or empty jars. 
When sufli- 


ciently drained, a thin layer of straw is 
placed over the sugar, and over this a 
thick layer of clay. 
The jars are then 


packed away in a dry place, where they 
remain from thirty to forty days, ac- 
cording to the state of temperature. 
The coverings and straw bungs aro then 
removed, and each jar will be found to 
contain three qualities or grades of 
sugar, the upper part being white, the 
next light brown, and at the bottom a 
dark brown. 
The draininsrs are some- 


times used for distilling purposes, and 
also for making cement. 
It appears 


that two distinct kinds of cane ftro 
grown in China, one being of a dark 
purple color, and this is better for sugar 
than the other, which is green, and quite 
tender; the latter is principally aold in 
pieces about eight inches to tea inches 
in length, to the natives, who eat it in 
its raw state.—United Slates Consular 
Itcport.

The council 
deems it absolutely necessary that this 
street at the above point should be 
widened, to better accommodate travel 
with teams under the railroad track, there- 
by relieving and avoiding many of the 
dangers and delays caused by the •block- 
ading of Jackson street crossing by 
the cars. The Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad company, in whose 
hands the matter rests, have intimated 
their willingness to build a new bridge 
over Franklin street, but desire tho city 
to inform them what kind of a structure 
they want. An engineer of that com- 
pany has been in tho city in consultation 
with the mayor and some of the aldermen 
and citizens, but no deQuito conclusions 
have been arrived at, Tho company's en- 
gineer will again visit this city on Mouday> 
for the purpose of making some arrange- 
ments by which the proposed improve- 
ment will bo made. At tho meeting of 
the council last evening the question was 
thoroughly discussed, but none oi! the 
members seemed inclined to make any 
proposition as to what kind ot a bridge 
should be constructed. 


Mayor Croft stated that he with other 


members of tho common council and cit- 
izeas interested had looked the matter 
over carefully and liad come to this con- 
clusion that a bridge over Franklin street 
00 feet long would greatly relieve Jack- 
son street crossing of delays and clan- 
gers that were well known to exist at 
that point. But the railroad companies 
had not promised to be so liberal as to 
grant so long a bridge, neither had they 
refused. A bridge GO feet long in one 
span would require a truss or girder 7 
feet high, as this would require a cut of 
five feet under the bridge to maintain the 
same space there is now, viz., 13 feet- 
This the mayor deemed impracticable, 
but he thought i! the company would 
put a center support under the bridge' 
consisting ot a pier or columns, so tho 
girders could be reduced to say 4 feet 0 
inches high, this would reduce the exca- 
vation oE the street under the bridge to 2 
feet C inches, and this would tend to im- 
prove the surface ol! tho street at that 
point rather than other wise, the roadway 
at present being above grade from tho 
washings of the railroad embankments 
into the road. The mayor thought a top 
truss would be far preferable, but from 
his talk with the railroad engineer u 
fow days ago, he thought they would not 
favor such a bridge on account of the 
danger to employes, it being so near a 
switch, and in a part of the yard where 
most of .the switching was done. Tho 
.mayor then advised au adjournment to 
some evening this week when a request 
could be properly framed on ths part ot 
the city officials that would be accepta- 
ble to all parties interested in this much 
needed improvement. 


In compliance with tho mayor's request, 


the council adjourned xintil to-tnorrow 
evening, when the matter will bo further 
considered, and. undoubtedly some con- 
clusion arrived at by which a bridge will 
ba built.
